These plants are 
perennials that will either 
self-seed or come up from 
—the roots every spring. 

Most other herbs must be 
sown'from seed each year.

Or try setting the 
pots in trays filled with one 
or two inches of moist sand 
or pebbles for additional 
humidity around the plants. 

Most herbs must have at 
least six hours of sun daily.
